Less than one hour ago, a jury of twelve good and true Americans acquitted Carol 
Howe of all charges in the coverup-inspired federal bomb conspiracy trial in Tulsa. In 
a speedy, forceful and direct rebuke to a government whose police agencies are out of 
constitutional control, the Tulsa jury responded to the invitation of Howe attorney 
Clark Brewster to "send the government a message" with their verdict.

Brewster used the trial to expose the truth about Carol's warnings to the ATF about an 
Oklahoma bomb plot, and in the process called into question the integrity of the entire 
OKBOMB investigation. 

Federal prosecutor Kirkpatrick had whined during the trial that "Howe, not the ATF, 
is on trial here." Well, Mr. Kirkpatrick, you were wrong. Clark Brewster put the ATF 
and FBI on trial in the Carol Howe case and the jury convicted them, not her. We can 
hardly wait until Ms. Howe gets her chance to testify in front of Congress. Then the 




ATF and FBI will really be "put on trial" in the Oklahoma City bombing conspiracy 
and coverup. 

To salve his wounded pride, we have arranged that Kirkpatrick will receive an official 
John Doe Times hat as a consolation prize, along with the message that coverups are 
best carried out by the competent.
